REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record do not teach or fairly suggest: a register file containing a plurality of registers 
storing elements with a width smaller than the width of the registers and an execution 
unit configured to execute a plurality of instruction streams from a plurality of threads in 
a multistage pipeline such that the multistage pipeline is capable of including 
instructions from different ones of the instruction steams in different stages of the 
multistage pipeline, each instruction stream including a single arithmetic instruction 
causing a pluraily of multiple-bit data elements in partitioned fields to be read in parallel 
from a register included in the register file, and causing the catenated result to be 
written in parallel from a register included in the register file in combination with all of the 
other limitations in the independent claims.
